The Malayan peninsula 


has become the land of 


“soft talk and big sell” as representatives of 
various countries are vying to sell their pro- 


ducts here. 


Since the beginning of the 
year, businessmen from five 
,countries have visited Malaya 
‘tn high-powered trade teams to 


imprave their sales in the terrl- ! 


tory. 

First came the Japanese with 
a “portable” million-dollar 
trade fair, then the big-name 
British team. This was follow- 
‘ed by the semi-official Ameri- 
‘can trade mission and then an- 
‘ether “portable” —_ half-million 
dollar trade fair from India. 
Now the Australians are here 
‘with their $3.5 millon floating 
trade fair. 

One thing common with all 
these missions were that they 
wore here with one thought In 
‘mind, the “hard sell." Businces 
is a cut-throat affair and thee 
tycoons knew it and there were 
no qualms at taking bites at one 
another’s traditional markets. 

The Japanese were here to 
consolidate their hold in vatious 
ficlds—some of which had been 
‘taken from the British. The

(Fortunes can be founded om anything—and nothing. Alexander Thomson meets 
aman who has built a multi-million pound business on vacuums.) 


By Alexander Thomson 


Mr Frederick Edwards, bearded and_slightly built 


a Clerkenwell polytechnic, 


But instead of staying on to become a ‘Mr Chi 
40 years ago to start in business. 


Now at 72 and a grandfather, 
he is hend of Edwards High 
Vacuum Ltd which has a stock 
exchange value of more than 
£6,000,000 and o fine modern 
factory. © 

Its shares have been one of 
the winners of the stock market 
since they were first offered to 
investors seven years ago, 

They have climbed to the 
equivalent of eight times their 
starting price and now give a 
qualily yield of less than two 
per cent. 

“Will your growth In the 
next seven years be as vig as 
in the last seven?” 1 asked Mr 
Edwards. 

Stroking his trim grey beard 
a3 we paced slowly round his 
plant he told me: “Yes, I think 
it will. 

“The scale of application for 

high vacuum processes gets 
larger and larger every year. 
- “There is now hardly an in- 
dustry that does not use our 
vacuum plants In some way or 
another.” 

They play a part he explained 
In everything from = the manu- 
facture of imitation Jewellery 
and food preparation to hand- 
ling of special metals for 
nuclear and electronic work. 


FOOD DRYING 

His keen eyes twinkled cager- 
ly as he added: “And now there 
is the development of accelerat- 
ed food drying. That js going 
to become a big thing one day,” 

This {s a process for drying 
food for storing to one-tenth its 
normal weight and bulk. Add 
a little water and it !s back to 
normal again. 

But that is looking ahead: To 
any casual visitor it Js clear that 
Edwards High Vacuum 1s burst- 
ing at the seams already. 

To heip out it has a big ex- 
pansion plant nearing com- 
pictlon and others in hand. 

“The effect of them,” Mr 
Edwards told me, “will be to 
about double our present pro- 
duction capacity. 

“In the beginning,” he re- 
called, “we made small items of 
plant you could plck up and 
carry about by hand. 

“But High Vacuum = equip- 
ment has become a large in- 
dustrial tool that is getting big- 
ger all the time. 

"When we came here we 
installed a five-ton crane, In 
our new shop we hove put in 
m I6-ton ernone. One day I 
suppose we shall need a 50 
tonner. 

To pay for the latest round of 
expansion a new issue of shares 
js on the way. Terms will be 
out soon. At a guess | would 
say the cnsh call will be for a 
year ncar £1,000,000. 

As he plans for the future Mr 
Edwards appears to have only 
one worry—that a takeover 
bidder will come barging along. 

He and hls famtly own rather 
more than 20 per cent of the 
shares worth around £1,« 
200,000. But that is not enough 
to keep a bidder away. 

In all modesty he told me: “It 
would be ao tragedy if some big 
group tricd to buy us up. 

“All the knowledge we have 
acguircd might then be pulled 
in one direction. .Our aim is to 
provide a service for every- 
body.” 

I think his fears are ground- 
less. Large blocks of shares are 
held by big city investors. 

And from what I heard they 
will not be easily tempted to 
sell—London Express Service.

Mr Khrushchey added that 
the “agyressive imperialist 
elreles” still held such ideas but 
now there was no might which 
which could be set against that 
of the Sovict Union.

the eve of the Second World 
War, and the Sovict govern-

' The Congress for Medleal In- 
formation, first held here in 
1952 to bring. East German 
doctors up to date in Western 
medicine, took place from May 
24 to 28. In 1960, the congress 
was attended by 9,000 doctors, 
hel! of them from East Ger- 
many, where there is o total of 
16,000 dactors for 17,000,000 in- 
habitants, 


EXHIBITION HELD 


Lectures are given by doctors 
from East ond West Germany, 
Austria, Britain, Belgium, 
France, Italy, Spain and the 
United States, 

In additlon to the congress 
. sessions, held in the West Brr- 
«Hn exhibluion sounds, 125 of 
the lurgest German pharmaceu- 
tleal firms and producers of 
medical equipment hold an 
exhibition of their products. 
This year’s display was des- 
cribed by the organisers as 
“having no equal snywhere In 
the world.” 

“Robot  dilagnosis"* experl- 
ments in the United States wera 
dcscribed by Dr W, Schwelshel- 
mer, of New York, while Dr 
Hans Kornfeld, of West Berlin, 
lectured on European develop- 
ments in this field, 

At a pre-congress press con- 
ference here, Dr Kornfeld ecx- 
plained the system of automatic 
diagnosis nx being intended’ “tu 
tule out human crror which in 
fo many cases in the past and 
present hay made doctors, and 

patients, unhappy." 


TWO MACHINES 


Two machines built by Inter~ 
national Business Machines 
(IBM) one of tae world's 
leading electronics Orms, 
demonstrated the system to the 
doctors in Berlin. ' 

Dr Kornfeld explalned that 
the symptoms, still found and 
registercd by the doctor, are 
treated by the electrenle brain 
“mathematically, assorted, de- 
fined, and combined”, before 
the answer is given. 

The system also works in 


complete 


reverse. When the name of an 
IMness is fed into the machine. 
it produces a ceanplete Ust of 
the esvential symptums of the 
disease or disorder, 

Dr fornfeld told  reportcrs 
that the first. practical experl- 
ments of thls sort had been 
made wich a logosecpe invented 
by a British doctor, The 
lugoscope resembled a 
ruler and covered 330 Illnesses, 
The robots, however, ore un- 
Uumited In scope. 


A STEP AHEAD 


Dr H. Mellerowlcz, also of 
West Berlin, revealed that while 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States are advanced in robot 
diagnosis, the West Germans 
are at present a step ahead, with 
another form of gutomally fact- 
finding research;  crgomctrics. 
Ergometrics is a method of 
mechanical dagnosis for 
measuring heart, lung, blood 
circulation and muscle functions 
slmullancously. It is expected

An East German doctor, Pro- 
{essor S, Ortel of Halle Univer- 
sity, reported on “Psittacosis-

AN INCREASE 


A 100 per cent increase in 
production has brought with it 
forms of disease, connected 
with psittacosls, which affect 
human beings. After one duck- 
down collecting campaign, there 
were 102 cases in Dresden alone, 

A “medical sensation” of the 
Congress was provided by Pro- 
femror Ruska, cf Duesseldorf, 
in West Germany, with his giant 
pictures of cells taken with 
electronic microscopes and en= 
larged 200,000 times. 

‘This may not seem very 
exciting—but our cyes shine at 
the mere thought of it,” ona 
docter attending the congress 
rald. “None of us hag ever 
looked into the scerets of the 
eell so enlarged."—Reuter.

Without — the

These 11 players are: Ann 
Haydon, Angela Mortimer and 
Christine Truman (Britaln); 
Karen Hantze and Sally Moore 
(United States); Margaret Smith 
und Lesley Turner (Australia); 
Sandra Reynolds (South Afriea); 
Edda Buding (Germany); Suzy 
Kormoczy (Hungary); Yola 
Romirez (Mexico), 

Injury, W€!lness and fluctust- 
ing form makes it virtually 
impossible to make any dis- 
tinctlon among -these players 
with any certalnty. Most of 
them have beaten cach other 
this season: only Miss Mor- 
timer has shown consistent 
form but then she missed the 
major champlonships in Paris 
and Rome and her fitness is 
uncertain. 


Qualifications 

Certain players among the 
eleven, however, do not qulte 
fulfll all the qualifications for 
becoming. a Wimbledon cham- 
pion, In  secking the next 
queen of lawn tennis we must 
look for a player with ex- 
pericnee, stamina, adaptability, 
great fighting spirit and a strong 
grass court game. 

Yola Ramirez has scored vic- 
tories this season over Hard, 
Haydon, Truman and Bueno. 
She caused the shock downfall 
of Miss Truman in the fourth 
round of ‘59 Wimbicdon. 

Again, e can provide more 
shocks. E 9 she lacks the pace 
to win the world championship 
on Wimbledon’s lightning fast 
grass. Similarly, 1 climinatg the 
amazingg Hungarian housewife, 
a6-ycear-old Suzy  Kommoczy. 
She has provided plenty of 
Wimbiedon upsets in the past, 
but she is essent’Uly a hard 
court player, 

Beauty queen Edda Buding 
and pretty Sally Moore of Cali- 
fornla are two more pinyers 1 
exclude from my Wimbledon 
short-list. Despite good wins 
this season over Mortimer, Hay- 
don and Hard, Mlss Buding 
lacks the volleying power to 
back up her sound bascline 
geme. Miss Moore, hard-hitting 
and fond of mixing the spin, has 
ftashes of genius but seems tco 
erratic to come through such a 
rugged test of skill, and 
endurance.
